All this may be overcome 
lf core Is taken, and no doubt many 
will be surprised to learn that It Is tbs 
board on which tho material is preseed 
that is all at fault 
The ironing board should ho well 
podded. To do this th old comforter 
should bo need, and on top of this a 
couple of old blankets. 
Old sheets 
make the beat Ironing cloths. Double | 
and pin securely to the blanket on each 
side of the board, or they may be sew­ 
ed on with large stitches lf preferred, 
but these coverings must be frequently 
changed; therefore planing is all that 
is really nscesssry. One will be well 
repaid for fixing sn ironing or praising 
board in this way, and seams may be 
firmly pressed on a board such as the 
one described without their becoming 
shiny. 
For pressing all dark materials it is 
well to keep a cotton cover for that 
purpose alone, as colored materials 
are apt to stain. 
To press seams 
open. lay the right side of the mate­ 
rial next the board and open the seam. 
Run a thimble filled with w ater up 
and down, allowing a small quantity 
of the water to remain all along the 
seam. Some women may prefer to use 
a spoon to dampen the seam with. 
Have a moderately hot iron, so as not 
to scorch the material, and it la all Im­ 
portant that the seam should be Ironed 
until perfectly dry. Do not stretch the 
material, but hold the seam that is 
being pressed so there will be no dan­ 
ger of it puckering. 
To press a hem, plaits or a large 
plain surface, take an old piece of 
cotton material (a pillowcase would 
do) and, after placing the material to 
be pressed with the right side down, 
thoroughly wet the muslin and wring 
it out, place it smoothly over th® ma­ 
terial and iron until dry. 
If this is 
done to one part of a dress, all parts 
must be treated In the same way or it 
will be noticeable where It has been 
pressed.—New York Telegram.

Simple but interesting exercises were 
held at the general offices in this city 
today in celebration of the 80th birth­ 


day of the Baltimore &: Ohio Rail­ 
road, 
lf was just eighty years ago 
today that a group of Baltimore’s fore­ 
most citizens met at the res:dence of 
Philip E. Thomas for the purpose of 
devising a means which would en­ 
able commercial intercourse between 
Baltimore and the Ohio river, and 
thus overcome the 
commercial ad­ 
vantages her neighboring cities, Phil­ 
adelphia and New York, by reason of 
canals. 
The Baltimore and Ohio is the old­ 
est steam road in America. 
The first 
stone of its roadbed was laid in this 
city on the Fourth of July, 1828, with 
elaborate ceremony. 
Over its orig­ 
inal length of nine miles mules drag­ 
ged its cars. 
Then Peter Cooper, a 
manufacturer of New York, brought 
to Baltimore a steam enginr—a curl* 


o h s concern, something like a boiler 
with a stovepipe in it—and C o o p e r's 
engine broke down and the horse ex­ 
press beat it* Then came the grass­ 
hopper engine—the embryonic ge rm 
of the tremendous locomotives of to­ 
day. 
So, historically, the Baltimore 
& Ohio is extremely interesting. 
The road grew'. 
It was the first to 
cross the Allegheny mountains 
and 
tap the great west. 
It 
grew, 
and 
thanks to the energy, the executive 
capacity, the untiring labor of John 
!VV. Garrett, it thrived in time. 
But the story of its early vicissi­ 
tudes form the most interesting chap­ 
ters of the road’s career. 
The orig­ 
inal company was to con>truct an 
a 1-rail line from Baltimore to Wheel­ 
ing. 
I he orginal company was cap­ 
italized at $5,000,000 and was charter 
cd by the Maryland legislature. 
The 
cornerstone was laid by the illustrious 
Charles Carroll of Carrollton, the last j Pennsylvania, 
surviving signer of the Declaration 
of Independence. 
The line was con­ 
structed to Ellicott - Mills in 1850, 
and the company announced in the 
Baltimore newspapers that a “brigade 
of cars” would run three times a day 
each way between Baltimore and El­ 
licott’* Mills, the fare being twenty- 
five cents.

Then came the trial of Peter Coop­ 
er's locomotive, known as the “Tom 
I humb,” which did not prove as suc­ 
cessful as its builder had anticipated.

A year or

Garrett the road rose to a prosperity 
that even he had not dreamed of. The 
company’s stock paid IO per cent div­ 
idends.

the Baltimore & Ohio he died con­ 
tent. for he knew his wido.w was pro 
vided for. 
John W. Garrett died in 1884. and 
his son. Robert Garrett, 
succeeded 
him as president of the Baltimore & 
Ohio. 
One of the most interesting 
chapters in the history of the road 
occured when Robert Garrett opened 
the “bottle of champagne that cost 
millions.’’ 
At that time there was one railroad 
between Philadelphia and Baltimore.
